en and if Villa still lives his prestige is 
destroyed." 


DETAILS OF PARRAL CLASH. 


Carrajiza Soldiers Promineut in Attack 
on Tompkins' Men. 


Pershing's Camp at the Front, April 
15._(Via aeroplane to Columbus. N. M-, 
April 2].)—The fight at Parral where, 
according to indisputable evidence reach- 
ing here today Carranza troops in forL-e 
attacked the cavalry command of Maj. 
Frank Tompkins, has changed the en- 
tire aspect of the Villa chase so far as 
immediate military plans are concerned. 


This attack upon an American force 
which went in perfect good faith into 
Parral. in the 
most friendly fa-shion. 
blocked what seemed to be an excellent 
opportunity for either the capture of 
Villa or the dispersal of 
one of 
his 
fetrongest 
bands. 


Heretofore the American troops have 
reckoned only on 
meeting 
opposition 
from brigands, but resistance from reg- 
ular armed troops of the Mexican army 
put the American military leaders im- 
mediate! v under the necessity of pro- 
paring for a serious difficulty. Whether 
these preparations Avill have to be con'.- 
pleted depends upon the future course of 
the Can-anza faction. 


Americans Made Ready. 


It can be stated that within a 
hours after the Parral fight the ne\\7 
disposition of American troops was com- 
pleted and within two days its most 
important 
features had 
been 
entirely 
carried out. 


On April 12, about noon, Maj, Frank 
Tompkins, of the Thirteenth 
cavalrv, 
who chased the Villa band across the 
international 
line 
at 
Columbus, 
went 
into Parral with only a small portion 
of his force, which totalled about l.i'l 
men, including a pack train outfit. 
He 
had troops M and K of the Thirtcentlt. 


:Maj. Tompkins had taken the precau- 
tion the night before to send word by 
a messenger to the mayor of Parral, 
Luis Herrera. that he would call on 
him next day to arrange for buying 
provisions and to have the Parral mili- 
tary officials designate 
some 
camping 
place for the Americans outside of Par- 
ral in accordance with the agreement 
by the which the American troops arc 
not 
to 
occupy 
Mexican 
cities. 
Maj. 


Tompkins left most of his men outside 
of Parral, but took his advance guard 
into the city during his call. 
The pres- 
ence of this guard was both a military 
precaution considered 
necessary 
in 
a 
country credited 
with 
being 
strongly 
^'illa inclined 
in 
.sentiment 
and 
I'lso 
was the usual formal escort accompany- 
ing commanding officers, when, accord- 
ing to ^lexican customs, they pay offi- 
cial visits. 


Denied Receiving Message. 


The maj'or said he had not received 
the message wliich Maj.

TJie messenger wa.s a ^lex- 
ican, a Carranza petty officer.

Tomp- 
kins.

"Brutal taskmasters did not always 
escape unpunished, 
however.

50 years, the slaves 
rose in 1760 and 
massacred every 
white 
man in 
that 
region. 


"An apocryphal story, strongly remin- 
iscent of the Peruvian tale of a fire built 
against an overhanging silver boulder, 
is told of the (li.srovci-y of the rich silver 
deposits of the (íuanajuato district. 
It 
is related that a band of inuloteers dis- 
covered in that ne'ghhorhood one morn- 
ing the glitter of refined silver in the 
dead ashes of their campfire. 


"All the stories of early mining oper- 
ations in Me.xico arc not blotched witñ 
thfi blood of peons. 
There is the inter- 
e t ng, authentic account of the famous 
Avino mine, worked as an open quarry 
and 
dfcdc'I bv the owner to all 
the 
white men who would build their houses 
close 
together for mutual 
protection 
acrninst hostil tribes. 
This was the be- 
ginning of the prosperous 'City of Sun- 
slnne," Durango. 


"It is of the Durango vicinity, inci- 
dentally. that one of the most pathetic 
stories of an ancicnt prospector's blasted 
hopes is told. 
Thirty years after the 
conquest, a wealthy Spaniard, hearing 
of a mountain of solid silver, started 
on a iournev of exploration. 
He trav- 
eled for days, hoping eacji morning that 
the rising stin would reveal a gigantic 
peak of glistening treasure. 
At last it 
came in 
view. 
lie hastened on, 
but 
when he reached the base of the moun- 
tain he discovered that it was of iron 
instead of silver. 
Crushed in spirit, ht 
csmped that night at the foot of the 
ma.fiR of ferrous ore. 
Indians fell upon 
I'is band and some of his folkm-ers were 
killed while the loader himself was mor- 
tally wounded. 
He died while making 
his way back to the capital. 
This ad- 
venturer's name is perpetuated in the 
famous mineral mountain, Cerro de Mer- 
cado, one of the richest outcroopings of 
iron ore in the world. 


"No ancient mines of Mexico were 
more important to the aborigines than 
those of obsidian, the glassy volcanic 
rock from which the Aztecs made most 
of their edged tools and many of their 
weapons of war.

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A Reflection of 
Prosperity. 


*niese are strange days for the Indiana board of tax commission- 
ers. Instead of the customary concert of liard luck stories by many 
of the big corporations, usually led by the transportation and public 
Wrvice interests in justification of the plea for a. reduction of taxes, 
they ârc now listening to tales of prosperity. At the same time, in 


thé. interest of frankness, the tax commissioners are told that while 
business is exceptionally good, it is the hope of the companies that 
the .tax body will be reasonable and not take advantage of the 
situation by an increase that will wipe out the bulk of the new in- 
crement now coming into the coffers of the corporations. 


Accustomed as it is to persistent and fully expected protest, the 
shoçk to the tax board must be a staggering one. A typical instance 
is that of the Wells-Çargo Express, company, which sent Harry S. 
iMarx, of New York, general counsel for the company, to Indian- 
:ap(ilis to explain certain figures in the ann]ial report that had been 
sent:to the board. He spoke in general of the wonderful increase in 
receipts, Imsiness and value of the company's stock during the last 
year, and attributed the conditions generally to the fact that the con- 
gestion in freight traffic throughout the country had made shippers 
turn to the express companies.

Much Like^^aterial Well 
Kn^wn in Street Paving 
Work. 


Washington, April 21—Crêosotcd ?po4 
blocks, already extensively used as lay- 
ing material for city streets, have been 
coming into use as flooring for the iast 
four or five years, according to the for- 
est service. Its durability, noiselessuess 
under heavy trafiic, and sanitary i^rop- 
erties are its chief advantages for pav- 
ing and also give it special value for 
making floors, especially for usé where 
heavy trucking, the mo vine of-heavy 
machinery, or' other severe, use makes 
the maintenance of floors a serious prob- 
lem. Its rathçr high cost is its chief 
disadvantage. 
' 


Wood block is now widely used for 
flooring in factories, warehfeuses, ma- 
chine shops, foundries, various types of 
platforms, wharves and docks, and for 
such miscellaneous 
purposes as hotel 
kitchens, 
hospital», 
laundries, 
and 
slaughter houses. Possibly one of the 
oddest of these uses is for the floors of 
^ald animal cages and runways. Not- 
withstanding the recent increase "in the 
lise of wood block for the^e purposes, 
it is believed that the growth of this 
industry will be" even more rapid in the 
future. These floors are well liked by 
the Avorkmen because they are easy on 
the feet. 
\ 
• 
Most of the blocks for these floors are 
now made of southern 
yellow pine. 
Hemlock, Douglas fir, black gum, beech 
and maple are also used. 
Tlie blocks 
are sawed from long sticks of timber 
and are treated in huge steel cylinders 
from'6 to 7 feet in diameter and 100 
feet or more in length.. Creosote oil is 
run into the cylinders and pressura is 
then applied to force it into jthe wood. 
The oil is a product obtained in the 
manufacture of coke from coal and Its 
purpose is to prevent decay of the wood, 
and also to prevent 
shrinking 
and 
swelling of the floor after it is laid. 


The blocks are laid with the grain 
vertical, so that the most wear-resistant 
surface is exposed, and usually on A 
concrete foundation. 
The 
joints 
or 
cracks between the blocks are 
then 
filled with hot paving pitch or asphalt 
iwhich binds the many separate pieces 
into one continuous surface. According 
to the experts, the cost of creosoted 
wood-block floors average about $1..'50 
per square yard for the blocks alone and 
about $2.40 per square yard for the 
completed 
floor. 
y 


For best results these floors should 
be laid imder competent supervision, for 
unless certain fundamental rules are fol- 
lowed trouble is very liable, to ensue. 
Most of the trouble is caused by the 
sweDing or the shrinking of the wood; 
due to changes in content of moisture 
difficulties which

^ i n s t , however, by carefully follow- 
ing the most approved methods.

comb Riley : and an address on tree 
planting. The exercises will close with 
all in attendance eating an apple each 
and repeating in concert, "An Apple a 
Day Keeps the Doctor Away." 


The printed programs, 
booklets on 
"Johnny Appleseed," and another pam- 
phlet containing suitable selectiopa ?or 
Arbor Day exercises, have been mailed 
to all schodi officials in the state. In 
his letters to the officials, Mr. Great- 
house says:, 


"The importance of the fruit growing 
tree to Indiana makes it seem fitting 
that the schools join in paying tribute 
to the name of Johnny Appleseed. I 
have enclosed a suggested program that 
We would be glad to have followed in 
all the schools," 


Buried Near Fort Wayne. 
"Johnny Appleseed" is buriéd in a 
cemetery at Fort Wayne, Ind. For 
years his grave has been uncared for 
but recently the Ohio and Indiana horti 
cultural societies have joined to erect s 
monument. 
Former 
State 
Senator 
Stephen B. Fleming, of P'ort Wayne, is 
one of the leaders in the moveinent to 
perpetuate the name of the pioneer 
orchardist of Indiana and Ohio. 


John Chanman was born in Massachu- 
setts about 1775 and he first appeared 
in Ohio with his leather pouch filled 
with appleseeds about 1800. From then 
until his death in 1847, .Johnny Apple 
seed, as he was affectionately known by 
every man, woman and child in the 
scattering settlements, he visited, trav- 
ersed the forests and prairies of Indiana 
and Ohio, planting more seeds, caring 
for his trees and teaching farmers apple 
culture. 
; 


"Johnny 
Appleseed' 
always 
wore 
ragged clothing and he was usually bare- 
foot. For a head covering, he usually 
wore a tin nan. which it was said servi 
ed both as hat and stew pan in which 
he cooked his food, consisting of mush 
and coffee. His idea in traveling aboui 
the country planting appleseeds was 
that the settlers might have other food 
than the fish and game they captured in 
the forests and 
streams. 
With the 
seeds once planted, Johnny would build 
a fence out of tlie brush around the 
clearing and make the rounds of his 
orchards as often as ho could to trim 
them up and supplant the dead trees. 


Frequently he made his trips in a 
canoe, bringing the seeds, which he haa 
gathered around the cider presses in 
Xew York and Pennsylvania. 
Other 
times he travelled by horseback and 
on foot. He was welcome in any of the 
homes, but usually preferred to spend 
the nights in the open. He was seldom 
persuaded to occupy 
a bed, usually 
when staying in a cabin, he slept on 
the floor in front of the fire place with 
his seed pouch for a pillow. He vfis 
welcomed by the grown-ups as a bearer 
of news and by the children as a play- 
fellow.

Johnny Appleseed s death was due in- 
directly to! his love for his apple trees. 
He spent the latter part of his life 
with a relative near Mansfield, Ohio. 
In the winter of 1847, he learned that 
cattle had broken, 
through a fa^e 
around one of his nurseries in northern 
Indiana, and set out on foot ip make 
repairs. He arrived at the home of a 
Mr. Worth, near Fort Wayne, where, 
due to exposure, he was stricken with 
pneumonia. Avhich resulted , in his death 
within a few days.

It is the commercial world's tribute 
to clean living. 


regard the 
moral hazard as 
equally important with the physical con 
dition of an applicant,'' said Robert 
S. Boynes, for 15 years with one of 
the big insurance companies, and former 
president of the Commercial club here. 


"Illicit affections are a bar sinister., 


Policies are not issued to persons whose 
private life will| not bear the moral 
spotlight. 


"And every applicant, whether ha 
knows it or not," continued Boynes, "is 
secretly investigated on this score. 


"In every large city a corps of spec- 
ial investigators is maintained for that 
purpose. They keep tab on the private 
aflTairs of policy holders aa well as ap- 
plicants. 


"A few days ago I threw a $20,000 
policy request into the waste basket 
because the man's morals proved to be 
rotten. 


"The public doesn't realize how much 
business life insurance companies re- 
ject for this reason—hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars annually. 


"From our standpoint it pays to live 
a clean life. Indeed, it is imperative." 


Insurance companies agree that the 
"scarlet road" is one of the most peril- 
ous hazards a man or woman can take. 
Examining physicians, agents and detec- 
tives in their employ are constantly ad- 
monished to ascertain the applicant'^ 
possible secrete transgressions. 


In the category of high moral hazard 
come not alone love piracy, but drinks 
ing and gambling. 


"Plunging—heavy speculation," added 
Boynes, "is very dangerous from om 
standpoint. 
The man who plunges is 


quite apt to overstep, face ruin and kill 
himself. 


"It ought to be apparent why life 
insurance companies cannot accept the 
high chances of death involved in looso 
living. 


"In the first place we could nof im- 
pose upon the morally clean the high 
premium necessary if we should take 
the 
risks 
presented by those who 
transgress the laws of God and man, 
and who court the grim consequences.".

Tompkins 
had ordered as he heard the shooting 
against his pack train, which had been 
five or sLx hundred yards to the rear 
Both of the soldiers killed in the action 
were near Maj. Tompkins. 


/ Fire Becomes General 


As the fire ^ became 
gener^, Maj 
Tompkins and the »en of his command 
could see some of their assailants. They 
wore the khai-khi uniforms which nn 
customary among the Carranza Boldierß 
Maj. Tompkins discovei-ed one column 
-of these uniformed men moving out to 
cut off the road, to the east and to tht^ 
nortli, where he would have to retraat 
to escape from the pocket at tho camp 
He shouted to these men to get away 
from the road. When they did not heed 
his warning the commander ordered his 
men to reply to the fire. 


Sergeant Jay Ridgely, of troop M 
Thirteenth cavalry, was the first Amer 
ican to fall near Maj. Tompkins. The 
sergeant's body lay all day where it 
fell in the road .as his comrades were 
too hard pressed to pick it up. 


A bullel struck Maj. Tompkins in the 
left breast. The woi^d was slight, ae- 
cording to military standards, and the 
major continued fighting all afternoon 
and until yesterday when reinforcements 
imder one of his superior officers arrived 
to relieve him. 


Lieut. J. B. Ord, of the.Sixth infan- 
try, who accompanied the cavalry expe 
dition, was shot in the left ear, a slight 
wound. 


Urged Americans to Fall Back. 


As the fight began Major Tompkins 
received word itrbm the Carranza gen- 
eral that the civilians were doing the 
shooting, that his troops were unable to 
control thenl and advising the Ameri- 
cans to fall back. 
This 
falling back 
movement continued for five hours and 
a half, over a distance of fifteen miles 
on a road bordered by bushes and hills, 
affording good cover for pursuers. Dur- 
ing all this time the American troops 
repeatedly caught sight of men in Car- 
ranza uniformff shooting at them, bufc 
saw few, if any, civilians. 


After moving out from the trap of 
hills 
where the fight began, 
Major 
Tompkins formed a line of dismounted 
men, well spread out across tiie road 
and adjoining eminericesr Avho retarded 
the attackers until the pack animals 
and fetores had time to get back toward 
the "American rear. 


Repeatedly during the afternoon this 
defense line contiaited to form, to fire 
froin the' cover of rocks, 
ploughed 
ground and ditches, and then fell back 
to its horses for further retreat. 
The 
Americans bad no " machine guns, only 
•their piätols and rifles, and every man 
was instructed to save his cartridges 
until he coiild makis them count. I>ur

ing one of these defensive stands, Pri- 
vate Herbert Ledford, troop M of the 
.thirteenth cavalry, was shot in the 
¡hand. 
He continued to fiht. Late in 
ithe afternoon his hand,swollen and al- 
ijmost useless, but still fighting, he was 
shot dead off', his horse, a bullet passing 
through liis chest. His body lay in the 
road, . but at all times under cover of 
such an effective American fire that it 
was not molested. 


The other Americans wounded during 
the afternoon fight were Corporal Ben- 
jamin McGehee, of the thirteenth cav- 
alry,'shot in the mouth { Oi^joral Wal- 
ter E. Willirtgham,,troop M, thirteenth 
cavalry, shot in the c ^ of the leg; 
Corporal Richard Tamous, troop K, thir- 
teenth, shot twice in both elbows and 
forearm, and Private L. M. Shoenberger, 
troop K, thirteenth cavalry, who suffer- 
ed a slight wound in the left hip. 


As the .Americans 
fell 
back Major 
Tompkins finally ordered that only the 
expert rifle shots among his men should 
reply to the Mexican fire, as the cavalry- 
.men were not,hard pressed, and as he 
wished to save ammunition. 
Shortly 
before dark the Americans reached the 
adobe Mexican village of Santa Cruz, 
where they loopholed some heavy mud 
walls, a foot or more thick, making very 
effective defense positions. 
The Mex 
icans did not press them in this village 
hut continued firing until 6:50. At that 
hour all shooting censed. 


Immediately a moniiteJ^onan bearing 
a flag of truce approached the American 
lines and was taken to Major Tompkins 
Second Flag of Truce, Comes. 


In the Mexican 
lines bugles yrere 
blowing the military recall for cavalry- 
men.- The truce 
messenger 
brought 
word from ,Gen. , Lozano, who was at 
that time in the Mexican lines a short 
distance from the ji^mericans. 
Lozano's 
note suggested that he was unable to 
control his men. 
, Tompkins ¡replied im- 
mediately and quickly there came an- 
other flair of truce froni Lozano, who 
fetill was at the Mexican front. 
This 
second messenger .brought .a demand 
from Gen. Lozano that Major Tompkins 
withdraw and threatened to attack him 
if he refused. 


Col. Brown who arrived, at this time 
with 350. men of the Tenth cavalry arid 
took command replied that he would not 
retreat a step from Santa , Cruz,, unless 
ordered to do so by his commanding of- 
ficers. 
To this . Gen. Lozano made no 
reply.

verify the stories, that Villa, ;wounded 
and on a. stretcher, ' was r 6«in'g> carried 
by his men Southward ; past Panal, they 
k h ^ that an jUnportatot unit of his 
forces ' was fleeing southward toward 
Durango ' and they were " daily nearing 
this force of bandits. 
In ,xn-der to pro- 
ceed past Parral, the Americans were 
forced to buy provisions for men and 
horses at that tow^n. It was this neces- 
sity,, which led Major Tompkins to open 
negotiations with the Parral civil and 
military officials. 


Thé , concentration of American com- 
mands was so rapid after the Parral 
fight that at,present there is no worry 
for tb^ir safety among officers here. 


The day after the. fight President Her- 
rera, of Parral, sent messengers' to Col. 
Brown saying he ^regretted that there 
had béen' a flght. He said that he 
thought. the Americans should not have 
gone into Parral Unannounced. 
Coli 
Brown replied by pointing i out that the 
Americans liad gone at what seemed • a 
most reliable invitation from Oarranjia 
officers and ha^l certainly-sent tbie iheb: 
$age to a'hnounce , their coming. The 
president repeated that Parral ' civilianti 
Outnumbered the soldiers so that the 
people could not. be controlled.

These tables, which were compiled in 
the division of vital statistics, under the 
supervision of Professor James W. Glov- 
er, of the University of Michigan, show 
death rates and expectation of life at 
all ages for the ^population of the six 
New England states. 
New York, New 
Jersey, Indiana, Michigan and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, (the original death- 
registration states) on the basis of the 
population in 1910 and the mortality 
for the three years 1909, 
1910 
and 
inilt 
They are similar 
to * the "life 
tobies" prepared by life insurance com- 
panies, but differ from them in that they 
relate to the entire popidation of the 
area covered, whereas the life insurance 
tables" pjep'red b v l i f e insurance roni- 
through medical examination and other- 
wise. 


Expectation of life, at birth, in a sta- 
tionary population—that is, one in which 
the births and deaths were equal ..nd 
Were the same from year to year, and 
in which there was no immigration or 
emigration—would be the same as aver- 
age age at death, which is calculated by 
totalizing the ages of all deceased per- 
sons and dividing the result by 
the 
number of deceased persoi»«. 


Women Live Longer Than Men. 
According to these tables the average 
expectation of life, at birth, for males is 
49.9 years; for females, 53.2 
yearsi 
for white males, 50.2 years; for white 
females, 53.6 years; for native white 
males, 50.6 years; for native white fe- 
males, 54.2 years; for negro males, 34.1 
years; and for negro 
females, 
37.7 
years. 
Females are thus longer lived 
than males to the extent of more than 
3 j-ears, and in the case of the native 
whites and negroes, more than 3 1-2 
years. 


The expectation of life at the age of 
1 is considerably greater than at birth, 
being .'>6.S years for native white malos 
and-59.5 for native white females, and 
reaches its maximum at the age of 2, 
when it is 57.5 for the former class 
and 60.1 for tlu> Isittor. 
At tho nqe <;! 
12 the average native white male's ex- 
pectation of life is .50.2 
at 2.5 W 
is 39.4 years; at 40, 28.3 years; 
at 
50, 21.2 years; at 60, 14.6 years; at 
70, 9.1 years; and at 80, 5.2 years. 
Similarlyat the age of 12 the average 
native white female's expectation of life 
is .52.6 years: at 20 it is 41.8 years:

A part of the difference between ex- 
pectation of life for men and for women 
is due to the greater nuinber of violent 
deaths among men.

I 
EASTER LESSON. 


i 1.ESS0N TEXT-I Cor. 15:1-28. 
; GOLDEN TEXT—Now hath Christ been 
raised from the dead, the first fruits of 
them that are asleep.—I Cor. 15:20. 


; If teachers can impress indelibly 
upon the minds of their scholars the 
'fact that Jesus rose from the dead and 
Is as truly alive today as when walk- 
ing, the hills of Galilee this repetition 
of the Easter story will not be in vain. 
For the pupils to take notes of the 
points of the argument and to recite 
upon those notes at the end of the 
class hour would greatly help to fix 
the facts in their minds. This account 
considered today is perhaps the old- 
est written record we have of this 
great fact, written about 56 A. D., 
hence the significance of verse six. 
• 1. The Triumphant Fact (vs. 1-4). II 
Christian workers would be more fa- 
miliar with this passage they would 
more intelligently understand 
what 
the term "Gospel" means. The fact of 
the 
resurrection 
loomed 
larger 
in 
Paul's mind than the virgin birth; the 
former was and is the gr • -.ter miracle. 
This, one of the supreme chapters of 
the Bible, tells us what the Gospel is, 
and what its results are to be. (1) 
What it is. Not a new cure for tuber- 
culosis, nor a new social environment, 
but the good news of one who was God 
Incarnate (Paul does not use his earth- 
ly name Jesus), Christ the Anointed 
One, who died for our sins just as the 
Scriptures had foretold, and was bur- 
led. 
On the third day, "according to 
the Scriptures," He rose again and ia 
now and ever shall be alive. Any Gos- 
pel that ignores the incarnation, pas- 
sion and resurrection of Jesus is false 
to the Scriptures and a iie. 
(2) The 
result of preaching or testifying to 
tJiis great program is twofold: first, 
salvation, "saved, restored to right 
relations with God;" and second, per- 
severance, "wherein ye stand." 
The 
"God-story," good news, evangel or 
gospel—they sLve all the same-^is "the 
power of God unto salvation," and the 
strong doctrine of the - resurrection 
will cause men to walk straight, to 
stand upright. 
"Christ died for my 
sins according to the Scripture^" (Iso. 
53:5-10). 


II. Witnesses to the Fact (vs. 5-12). 
Paul (v. 3) TvT^eived the resurrection 
truth from many witnesses, whom he 
proceeds to enumerate, for it was not 
a âJatter of his ov/n invention. The in- 
credulity of the disciples at the first 
is frankly recorded (Luke 24:12). Je- 
sus did not appear first to John, Pilate 
or the Sanhédrin, but to a woman, and 
the change of the apostles from a 
spirit of despair to that of confident, 
Joyous certainty v/as most astonishing. 
There are ¿leven recorded 
appear- 
onces of Jesus after his resurrection, 
and not one of them was made to his 
enemies. 
Paul does not mention all 
Of the appearances. 
He is probably 
naming only those persons, witnesses 
of his appearances, with whom he had 
conversed, or at least a few from each 
group. 
(1) Peter, referred to indirect- 
ly in Luke 24:34; (2) the apostles, to 
be exact, the first ten, Judas being 
dead and Thomas absent; (3) the apos- 
tles with Thomas present; 
(4) five 
hundred, the only record of this great 
company, though perhaps implied in 
the "brethren" of Matt. 28:10. "Half 
a thousand witnesses are enough vo 
establish any case." 
Of these the 
.greater number were alive tw :nty-five 
[years after the event; (5) James, prob- 
ably our Lord's brother, the honored 
head of the Jerusalem church; 
(6) 
"Then all the apostles," a larger cir- 
cle than the twelve (see Luke 28:48, 
•Acts 1:6-8). 
This may have been the 
appearance in the morn at the Sea of 
Galilee; (7) "me also." 


III. The Fact Applied, (vs. 13-20). 
The Corinthians, to whom Paul was 
writing, did not dœiy Christ's immor- 
tality, but seemed tq deny that the 
same power which had raised him 
could be applied to us who-are only 
human. Paul answers this by present- 
ing four arguments: 


(1) 
The 
resurrection 
of 
Christ 
proves the possibility of the resurrec- 
jtion from the dead, If only of Jesus. 
jThe Sadducees taught the contrary. 
iThe Stoics taught that the dead were 
re-absorbed in God. 
To say Christ is 
not risen is to claim death as annihila- 
tion, to destroy faith in Jesus (v. 14) 
and to impugn the testimony oï those 
who h3,d seen him (v. 15). 
A dead 
IChrist means dead Christians (v. 17) 
land our heaviest sorrow will be to face

Buenos Aires, April 5.—(Correspond- 
ence of The Associated 
Press).—Coal 
for ordinary consumption in the Argen- 
tine is now $35 gold per ton, and liard 
to purchase even at that iigure. To pre- 
vent the reduction of the present mea^ire 
supply, the national ptovcrnjaent has or- 
dered the principal steamship compai»- 
ies not to put on board any outbound 
vessel more coal than necessary to carry 
it to the nearest Brazilian port of call. 
Tliis coal is the property of the steam- 
ship companies stored here as a precau- 
tionary measure and the fact that tlia 
government has been obliged to place an 
embariro on this private^ property is in- 
dicative of the seriousness of the fuel 
problems in this country. 


The railroads likewise have been or- 
dered to economize by cutting down the 
summer time-tables of trains, and iu 
the meantime they have placed orders 
for 1,500,000 tons of hard wood lor ^ 
fuel. But even wood has ftone bp $5 


ton within a week, and is now quoted at 
$33 paper, or $14 gold. 
Charcoal whicn 
is largely used for domestic purposes is 
also $5 a ton dearer. 


The situation is such that even the 
ships of the Argentine navy are de- 
clared to be impotent owing to the lack 
of coal. The American-built battleships 
Kivadavia and Moreno were constructed 
to burn oil, but apparently the oil prob- 
lem Ts nearly as serious as the coal 
situation. 
Crude petroleum from the 
Argentine wells is being offered in lim- 
ited quantities at $80 paper, $34 gold, 
per ton.

The deposits have been said to be lUi- 
limited, but despite this the output has 
been small and neither the navy or 
manufacturers

selves of the native product. 
The Ger- 
man Electric Liglit and Power company, 
which supplies the city and 'suburbs, and 
whicli formerly used coal e.xclusively, 
began to usa the Argentina oil after tlie 
outbreak of the war but has lately dis- 
continued that and is now burning the 
Mexican product. 
This 
notwithstand- 
ing the recent grant by the government 
of $15,000,000 to develop the Argentine 
oil regions. 


An ofRcial report of conditions pre- 
vailing in and aroiind the Comodoro-Ri- 
vadavia oil area sliows some ineflicient 
conditions under which the development 
of tlie field is being undertaken.

LOWimmiiiiivEeiieE 


Record for Past Year is 
Better Than Usual in 
Several Ways. 


Washington, 
D. C., 
April 19.— 


Losses of live stock from disease and 
exposure 'durini? the past .year were 
moderately smaller than the ten-.year 
average of such losses, and .'the condi- 
tion as to health and flesh of animals 
on April 1 was slightly better 
than 
average, according to estimates 'based 
upon reports of agents and reporters of 
tho Bureau of Crop 'Estimates, United 
States Department of Agriculture. 


The epidemic of hog cholera seems to 
be on the waiie; for the total losses of 
hogs from disease last year is estimat- 
ed at 0.6 per cent, of the total supply 
as compared with about ten per cent 
a year ago. 11.0 per cent two years ago, 
11.0 per cent three years ago, 8.9 per 
cent four years ago. 4.5 per cent live 
rears ago, and 4.5 per cent six years 
ago. 
The development and decline oi 
the epidemic may be observed 
from 
these 
figures. 
During 
the i)ast year 
losses still amounted to or • e.\ceeded 10 
per cent of the supply in Ohio, Indiana, 
Arkansas, and Florida. 
One important reason for smaller losse.s 
of live stock from e.vpostn-e is. the iiicreas- 
ing practice on tile ranges of feeding 
hay. generally alfalfa, to tiie sheep'and 
cattle, when the winter is severe and 
grazing difficult. Stock is t'hus kept in 


better condition, and losses • from expo- 
sure become less. 


For the entire United States the loss- 
es of horses and mules from 'disease 
during the past year are estimated as 
l.T.'S per cent, compared with the ten- 
year average of 1.95'percent of the suii- 
pl)'; losses of caltle from disease. 1.9(5 
per cent, compared with, the ten-year 
average of 2.01 per cent; losses of' cattle 
from exposure, 1.07 per cent, compared 
with tl'.e ten-year average of 1..56 per 
cent; losses of sheep'fi'om disease, 2.It) 
per cent, compared with the ten-year 
average of 2.48 per cent; losses of sheep 
from exposure, 2.17 per cent, compared 
with -the ten-year average of 3.11 per 
cent; losses of lambs from disease and 
exposure, 5.22 per cent, compare^dwith 
a five-year average of 5.99 per cent; 
losses of swine from "disease, (5.63 per 
cent, compared with a ton-year average 
of 0.62 per cent. 


The condition as to health and flesh on 
April 1, 1916, and the avei-age on April 
1 of the past ten 3'ears, are relatively 
as follows: 
Horses'and'mules, 96.7 and

and 95.4; swine, 94.2 and 94.0.

told the natives thai the, Spaniards suf- 
fered from 'a disea-se ijiudi only cold 
could cure.' and the - chivalrous, cred- 
ulous Aztecs, it u/naid, sent the Euro- 
peans great wheels of precious metal 
as well as ornament's o£ all sorts, which, 
reckoned in values q^today, were worth 
$30,000,000. 


"Iinmedi^'iy' after the conquests the 


Spaniards' began to work the gold and 
*ilv'*r mines of Mexico, but many mirier- 
/ribjfists arc of the opinion that there ar« 
KoW mines which were known to the 
Jketecs and worked by them but which 
fc\en to this day have been hidden from 
the white man, the Indians, actuated by 
superstition, keeping their secret. As if 
,<a substantiate this attitude of the na- 
tives, the handsomest monument that 
' srrxcs the City of Mexico between tht 
>fapitol and the castle of Chapultepcc 
fcUnds to the memory of Cuauhtemoc, 
the Aztec prince who refused to reveal 
to the conquerors the source of his peo 
V'e'j wealth, even though hie torturers 
^n their endeavor to make him disclose 
the whereabouts of this vast wealth 
burned llr soles from his feet. 


"The modern 
investieAtor of socia 


and iadustrial conditions paints drab 
pictures uf the natives in some of the 
Mexican mines, but 
these are bright 


pases compared with the blnck chapters 
of the early days in the rich mines o 
Guanajuato, where the laborers, under { 
cruel taskmasters, 
toiled 
from great 


depths up notched poles, bearing 100 
pound bags of ore on their backs, and 
then were driven back after scarcely 
time for a breath of fresh air. .It was

"An apocryphal story, strongly remin- 


iscent of the Peruvian tale of a fire built 
acainst an overhanging silver, boulder, 
is told of the discovery of the rich silver 
deposits of the ffuanajnato district. It 
is related that a hand of muleteers dis- 
covered in that neighborhood one morn- 
intr the glitter of refined silver in the 
dead ashes of their campfire.

ations in Mexico arc not blotched witn 
thft blood of peons. There is the'inter- 
i! 'I'liff, authentic account of the famous 
Avino mine, worked -as. an open quarry 
and deeded by the owner to all the 
white men who would build their houses 
close 
together for mutual protection 


' aeainst hostil tribes. This was the be- 


ginning of the prosperous 'City of ' Sun- 
shine,' Durango. 


"It is of the Durango vicinity, inci- 


dentally, that one of the most pathetic 
stories of an ancient prospector's blasted 
hopes is told. 
Thirty years after the 


conquest, a wealthy Spaniard, hearing 


- 
of a mountain of solid silver, started 
on a journey of exploration. He trav- 
eled for days, hoping each morning that 
the risine sun would reveal a gigantic 
peak of glistening treasure. At last it 
came in view. 
He " hastened on, 
but 


when he reached the base of the moun- 
tain he discovered that it was of iron 
instead of silver.- Crushed "in ' spirit, hi 
csmped that 'night at the foot, .of the 
mass of ferrous ore. Indian? fell upon 
Ms band and some of his followers were 
killed while the leader himself was mor- 
telly wounded. He died while making 
his way back to the capital. This ad- 
venturer's name is perpetuated in the 
famous mineral mountain; Cerro de Mer- 
cado, one of the richest outcroopings of 
iron -ore in the world.

those of obsidian. the glassy -volcanic I . 
rock from which the Aztecs made most 
of their edged tools and manv of their 
weapons of war.

making floors, especially for use when 
heavy trucking, the moving of heavy 
machinery, or other severe use make* 
tho maintenance of floors n serious prob 
1cm. 
Its rather high cost is its chie 


disadvantage. 


Wood block is now widely used for 


flooring lit factories, warehouses, ma- 
chine shops, foundries, various ^ypes of 
platforms, wharves and docks, aud for 
such miscellaneous"- purposes as hotel 
kitchens, 
hospitals, 
laundries, 
and 


slaughter houses. Possibly one of the 
oddest of these uses is for the floors of 
wild animal cages and runways. Not- 
withstanding the recent increase in the I 
'use of wood block for these purposes, 
it in hi-licved that the growth of this 
industry will bo even more rnpid in the 
future. 
These floors are well liked by 


tho workmen because they are easy on 
the feet. 
Most of the blocks for iliese floors are 
now made of southern 
yellow pins. 


Hemlock, Douglas fir, black gum, beech 
and maple arc also used. The blocks 
arc sawed from long sticks of timber 
und are treated in huge steel cylinders 
from 6 to 7 feet in diameter and 100 
feet or more in length. Creosote oil is 
run into the cylinders and pressure is 
then applied to force it into the wood. 
The oil is a product obtained in the 
manufacture of coke from coal and Its 
purpose is tr> prevent decay of the wood, 
and also to prevent 
shrinking 
and 


swelling of the floor after it is laid.

On a 
telegram from Fort Wayne the towii] 
marshal of Payne arrested the quartet, 
and locked them up. They were brought 
back here by Captain 
Charles BonW. 


chief'of the Nickel Plate special police. 
Hedges expected to be tried with hw 
companions on a charge of train climk- 
ing. \Vhcn he was brought intp .court 
he found th.it his wi{c. T.<ini?e llcd.rc'r. 
had filed an affidavit against him under 
the "l»zr husband" act for failure to 
support herself 
and 2-year-old child. 


Hedges pleaded guilty to -the charge •»»! 
his wife testified against him.

husband and she stated that since they 
were married in 1013 he had supported 
her but little. She has taken in wash- 
ings to earn . her living and take" care 
of her babe. Hedges pleaded that for 
several months he had been ill. Judge 
Kepr fined him S10 and costs and added 
ninety days in jail, ordering him to be 
put to work by the county commission- 
ers.

EASTER LESSON. 


LESSON TEXT-I Cor. 15-1-2S 
GOLDEN" TEXT-Now hath Christ b;en 


raised from the dead, the flrst fruits ol 
them th»t are asleep.—I .Cor. 15:». 


II teachers can impress Indelibly 


upon the minds of their scholars the 
jftct that Jesus rose from the dead and 
Is as truly alive today as when walk- 
ing the hills of Galilee this repetition 
of the Easter story will not be in vain. 
For the pupils to take .notes of the 
points of the argument and to recite 
Won those notes at the end of the 
class hour would greatly help to fix 
the facts in their minds. This account 
considered today Is perhaps the old- 
est written record we have of this 
great fact, written about 56 A. p., 
hence the significance of verse si^ 


i 1. The Triumphant Fact (vs. 1-4). U 
Christian workers would be more fa- 
miliar with this passage they would 
more intelligently* understand what 
the term "Gospel" means. The fact of 
the resurrection loomed larger in 
Paul's-mind than tho virgin birth; the 
former was and ft the gr-'.tor miracle. 
This, one of tire supreme chapters of 
the Bible, tells us what the Gospel is, 
and what Its results are to be. (1) 
What it, is. Not a new cure for tuber- 


. culosis, nor a new social environment, 


but the good news of one who was God 
incaruate (Paul does not use his earth- 
ly name Jesus), Christ the Anointed 
One, who died for our sins just as the 
Scriptures had foretold, and was bur-, 
led. 
On the third day, "according to 


- the Scriptures," Ho rose again and is 
now and ever shall be alive. Any \3os- 
pel that Ignores the incarnation, pas- 
sion and resurrection of Jesus Is false 
to the Scriptures and a lie. (2) The 
result of preaching or testifying to 
this great program is twofold: flrst, 
salvation, "saved, restored to right 
relations with God;" and second, per- 
' severance, "wherein ye stand." 
TUB 


"God-story," good, news, evangel or 
gos_pel—they are all the same—is "the 
.power of God unto salvation," and the 
strong doctrine of the resurrection 
will cause men _ to walk straight, to 
Btand upright. "Christ died for my 
sins according to the Scriptures" flso. 
63:5-10). 


II. Wltneise* to the Fact (vs. 5-12). 


•Paul (v. 3) r^eived the resurrection 
.truth from many witnesses, whom he 
^proceeds to enumerate, for it was not 


. 'a matter of his own invention. The.in- 


credulity of the disciples at the .first 
is frankly recorded (Luke 24:12).-^Je- 
sus did not appear flrst to John, Pilate 
or the Sanhedrin, but to a woman, and 
the change of the apostles from, a- 
spirit of despair to that of confident, 
joyous certainty was most astonishing. 
There are eleven recorded appear- 
ances of Jesus after-his resurrection, 
and not one of them was made to his 
enemies. Paul does not mention all 
of the appearances. He is probably 
naming only ttiose persons, witnesses 
of his appearances, with whom he had 
conversed, or "at least a few from each 
group. (1) Peter, referred to indirect- 
ly in Luke 24:34; (2) the apostles, to 
be exact, the first ten, Judas being 
dead and Thomas absent; (3) the apos- 
tles^ with Thomas present; (4) five 
hundred, the only record of this great 
company, though perhaps implied in 
the "brethre'n" of Matt. 28:10. "Half 
a thousand witnesses are enough to 
establish any case." 
Of these the 


greater number were alive tw !nty-live_ 
years after the event; (5) James, prob- 
ably our Lord's brother, the honored 
head of the Jerusalem church; (6) 
"Then all the apostles," a larger cir- - 
da than the twelve (see Luke 28:48, 
Acts 1:6-8). This may have beetfthe 
appearance in the morn at the Sea oi 
Galilee; (7) "me also." 


III. The Fact Applied, (vs. 13-20). 


The Corinthians, to whom Paul was 
writing, did'not deny Christ's immor- 
tality, but seemed to deny that the 
same power which had raised him 
could be applied to us who are only 
human. Paul answers this by present- 
ing four arguments: 


(1) 
The 
resurrection of Christ 


proves the possibility of the resurrec- 
,tion from the dead, if only of Jesus. 
The Sadducecs taught the contrary. 
The Stoics taught that .the dead were , 
're-absorbed in God. 
To say Christ is j 


•not risen is to claim death as anuihila-. !

tion, to destroy faith in Jesus (v. 14) i 
and to impugn the testimony ov' those 
who had seen him (v. 15). A dead 
Christ mean's dead Christians (v. 17)

(2) The Christian is "in Christ," am] 


his resurrection - carries ours with.it 
Paul's emphasis upon this term "in 
Christ" (vs. 18, 19, 22, 23 and else- 
where) is important to note.
